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Men In the Civil Service M ust Eschew 
P arty W ork—President Cleveland 
T akes 
Action 
Affecting 
Nearly 
30,000 Persons Employed By the 
Government—Adjournment May 18 


W ashington, May 7.—Almost 30,000 
governm ent employes were brought 
with one sweep under the protection of 
the civil service W ednesday by the issu­ 
ance of an order by President Cleveland 
making a general revision of civil- 
service rules. 
The order is the most 
im portant since the inauguration of 
the system more than a decade ago. It 
takes effect im mediately. 
Its practical 
extent is the classification of all gov­ 
ernm ent employes below the rank of 
those subject to nom ination 
by 
the 
president and 
confirmation 
by 
the 
senate, and above the grades of labor­ 
ers or workmen, with a few exceptions. 
The order has long been in contempla­ 
tion and its prom ulgation was the re­ 
sult of an immense am ount of corre­ 
spondence and conference between the 
president, the civil-service commis­ 
sioners and the heads of the various 
departm ents. 
The newT rules add 29,399 positions 
to the classified list, increasing the 
num ber of classified per 
ans from 55,- 
736 to 85,135. The num ber of classified 
places which are excepted from exam­ 
ination has been reduced from 2,099 to 
775, being mainly positions as cashiers 
in the customs, postal and 
internal 
revenue 
services. 
Indians employed 
in m inor capacities in the Indian ser­ 
vice are necessarily put in the excepted 
list. 
Almost all of the positions in 
W ashington 
which 
have 
heretofore 
been excepted have been included in 
the competitive list. 
The only classi­ 
fied positions in W ashington which will 
be excepted from exam ination under 
the new’ rules will be private secre­ 
taries or confidential clerks (not ex­ 
ceeding two) to the president and to 
the head of each of the eight executive 
departm ents. 
No positions will here 
after be subject to non-competitive ex­ 
am ination, except in the cases of In­ 
dians employed in a teaching capacity 
in the Indian service.

he said: 
“ ‘I live in one of the best counties 
Michigan,where I own and till a large 
farm. 
In addition to growing a1 
kinds of grain I raise both cattle an 
hogs. 
I live within convenient die 
tance of four railroad stations, each 
having a number of grain buyers and 
stock dealers. 
When I conclude that 
I am ready to sell my scuff, I insert a 
local in three or four local papers pub­

Then, instead

from one dealer to another 
in order to receive a fair price, they 
come to me, and by mail and person­ 
ally put a price ou it.

know my methods, and also know that 
other dealers are after me, and as a 
eonsequence they bid the highest price 
they can afford. 
I always get the 
best prices going, and my little outlay 
in advertising pays me big.

other thing:

or ferns, make the prettiest possible 
group. When four times four girls are 
added, together with dainty viands and 
a white-capped maid, the effect is com­ 
plete. The woman who Jives or a farm 
where berries are plentiful, can give ths 
most unique berry teas or luncheons, 
fche must provide her guests with pro­ 
tecting aprons, heavy fingerless calf­ 
skin gloves, sun bonnets and tin pails. 
With this complete berrying costume 
they make a tour of the bern patch, 
•ach one being assigned a row which ha 
•r she picks bare of all its ripe berries. 
Then on the piazza the fruit is picked 
aver amid much merriment and finally 
Is served in the big farm-house pallor, 
with its accompaniments of wafers ct 
sandwiches and iced tea.
